He 
will probably try. The Peruvians have 
had a little vietory ‘lately at a 
place called Mozequa, where 400 of them 
whipped 300 Chilians. The place will proba- 
bly be the scene of a more fierce battle soon, 
as both parties have been reinforced. The 
Peruvians try to extract some comfort from 
the fact that Araueanian Indians are playing 
havoc with the flocks and herds and gran- 
aries of South Chili; and have made bonfires 
of a few of the towns in that region. This 


Tun Agricultural Department yesterday 
issued a statement as to the condition of the 
cotton, wheat, and oat crops throughout the 
country. In the States on the 
Mississippi River the cotton crop has suf- 
fered by recent heavy rains, and it will not 
be as good as last year. In the Carolinas, 
Georgia, and Florida, the crop promises to 
be from 4 to 15.per cent better than last year, 
while in Texas it will be fully 20 per cent 
better. The wheat crop of the country will 
yield about 31,000,000 bushels more than that 
of last year. The average yield per acre is 
better in Minnesota and California, but not 
s& good in other States. The oat crop is not 
as good as that of last year.

military or police escort. It will consist of 
forty tenants, who, on arriving at Lord 
Erne’s residence at Newton Butler, will 
tender him the full rent of their farms, and 
then will ask for the dismissal of Boycott. 
It appears that the tenants have sev- 
eral times tendered the rent to the 
landiord, but he would only receive 
it through his agent. The tenants declare 
they will not pay through the agent. 
Thus, through the mulish obstinacy of an 
old man has the whole west of Lreland been 
thrown into a state of excitement for overa 
week, and the British troops, and the British 
police, and the pro-British Orangemen have 
been obliged to trudge through dreary miles 
of muddy road at the imminent danger of 
their lives, and been housed in cheerless 
barns and more cheerless tents. 


COMMISSIONER WALLER submitted a re- 
port in reference to sidewalks to the Com- 
mon Council last evening.

Srrrine BuLL, who some time ago evinced 
a disposition to surrender, now bids defiance

Mrs. Brown, the alleged murderer of her 
husband, was granted a new trial by the 
Court on the ground that two jurors named 
Tyner and Dawson were incompetent to 
serve on the jury because they were preju- 
diced against the accused. It now appears

Ile also held 
the sale was void on account of insuflicient 
description of the property, and because it 
was not advertised a sufficiently long time 
previous to the sale. 


SENATOR Brown, who was appointed some 
months ago as successor to Senator Gordon, 
wants to be his own successor, while Mr. 
Lawton, another Georgia Democrat, wants 
the place. The Democrats of the Georgia 
Legislature are pretty evenly divided be- 
tween the two, while the Republicans hold 
the balance of power. There will be no 
caucus, and it is believed that Brown will re- 
ceive the Republican support and the Sen- 
atorship. 


Dre. S. O0. Hapersnon, the senior

THE RACE. 
HANLAN’S EASY VICTORY. 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The weather was not 
seasonable. The morning broke murky and 
showery. A heavy mist was hanging over 
town and country and the air was very chilly. 
Notwithstanding this inauspicious outlook, 
however, there was no wind, and it was gen- 
erally lieved the race would come off. 
The old road to Barnes was well crowded, 
and early in the forenoon the banks of the 
river were lined with as large a company as 
could be conveniently accommodated. It 
reminded one ef the Many bouts between 
Oxford and Cambridge which have taken 
place on this old course. 

TO-DAY’S MATCH 

was between Edward Hanlan, of Toronto, 
champion of America, and Edward Trickett, 
of Sydney, New South Wales, champion of 
the worid, over the championship course 
from Putney to Mortlake, on the Thames 


River, for the championship of the world, 


the Sportsman challenge cup, and 4400. 
The Sportsman of this morning said that 
bets on the Hanlan-Trickett match repre- 
sent in the aggregate afar greater sum than 
has ever been dependent upon the result of a 
boat-race; that the Marquis of Lorne, Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, has given instruc- 
tions to have the result specially telegraphed 
him; and that Sir Hercules Robinson, who 
recently returned from Melbourne, Australia, 
would witness the race. 

THIS MORNING 
Trickett was again the favorit in betting, 5 to 
4 being taken on him, and laid to the @xtent 
of £1,000; but before the start Hanlan had 
taken first place in the befting, and 7 to 4 on 
him was offered em und some wagers 
were made of 2 to 1. 

AT 12: 14 P. M. 
an excellent start was made. The tide was 
nearly full and the water slack and smooth 
throughout. Hanlan had the Surrey side of 
the river. He took water at exactly 12:14 
o’clock, and Trickett was off at the same in- 
stant. Both men were in fine form, but Han- 
lan showed his superiority from the first 
stroke. He went off in his usual style, strik- 
ing the water at the rate of _ thirty-five 
strokes to the minute, while Trickett put in 
forty-one. 

TRICKETT 

was backed heavily by his friends until the 
very last, and the discomüture among them 
was complete. His enormous size and strength 
quite imposed on some ‘professionals, but the 
keen eyes and every-day éxperience of the 
Thames watermen gave the race in advance 
to Hanlan. They were in his favor to a man 
almost, and the cheers which greeted his ap- 
pearance were as hearty as they were numer- 
ous. The start was made from the Star-and- 
Garter Pier, just above Putney bridge. 


HANLAN, 
as he sat in thé boat, had thatair of self-satis- 
faction and confidence, a result which a long 
series of victories has impressed upon his 
countenance, while Trickett was evidently 
nervous, although he sat well and handled 
the oars cleverly enough. A certain hollow- 
ness about the eyes and the tightly 
drawn lips told the story of an anxious and 
probably a sleepness night. His backers 
and a few of the crowd cheered him, and 
when the word to “go” was given he had 
recovered his old-time determined look, and 
pulled away with his peculiar slashing 
stroke. Hanlan's appearance on the water 
was the signal for cheers, both loud and 
deep, which, however, did not seem to affect 
him. 
HE PROCEEDED TO BUSINESS 

with the most admirable coolness, and calm- 
ly awaited the starter’s signal. When the 
signal came both men caught the water on 
tne instant, and went ahead pretty evenly 
for the entire first mile. Trickett held his 
own at the start and even had a short lead. 
The Crab-tree was reached in 6 minutes 
4 seconds from the starting-point. The ex- 
citement was intense, and the yells of the 
attendant crowd were deafening. ere, 
however, the Australian began to labor and 
look ill, Hanlan forged ahead in superb 
fashion, and the score showed him a length 
ahead at the first mile. He carriea himself 
with an air of complete ease and confidence, 
while Trickett was too-evidently nervous.

A BAD ERROR. 

Seetal Dispatch to The Tribune. 
InpiaNaAPouis, Ind., Nov. 15.—The Su- 
preme Court of this State has committed a 
gecond error, more remarkable and ridicu- 
Jous, if anything, than its celebrated decis- 
jon setting aside the people’s ratification of 
the constitutional amendments. It was 
stated in these dispatches several days ago 
‘that the Court had aflirmed the case of Jo- 
seph W. Wade and reversed that of Mrs. 
Brown, both of whom were under sentence 
to be executed on the 26th inst. for the mur- 
der of John G. F. Brown. Mrs. Brown’s 
ease, was reversed upon the ground 
that Benjamin Tyner and Jackson Dawson 
were not competent jurors to serve in the 
ease having prejudiced the defendant upon 
information obtained by reading the reports 
‘of the Wade trial. An examination of the 
record shows that neither Tynernor Dawson 
served as jurymen, both being excused, and 
that, too, before the defendant had exhausted 
all her peremptory challenges, so that the 
Sureme Court stands in the light of having 
reversed a capital case upon the incom- 
petency of two men who had no connection 
with it whatever. The record shows this: 
That when Tyner and Dawson were exam- 
med touching their qualifications to 
serve as jurors, the counsel for 
the defense challenged them for cause. 
Judge Heller overruled the challenges, to 
which the defense excepted. Afterwards 
Tyner and Dawson went off the jury by per- 
emptory challenge of defendant’s counsel, 
who accepted the jury while having yet one 
peremptory challenge not exhausted. The 
record, however, contains no mention of these 
facts. In the assignment of errors by coun- 
sel upon which a new trial was asked was 
the ruling of Judge Heller, denying a chal- 
lenge for cause against Tyner and Dawson, 
and the counsel proceeded to argue 
the point as if the men had re- 
mained on the jury. The Court evi- 
dently accepted this view of the matter, for

A SENSATION IN GRAXD RAPIDS.

THE CONGREGATIONALISTS. 


Proceedings in the National Council at 
St. Louis—Reports Presented. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 13.—The first business 
in the Congregational Couneil this morning 
was the presentation of the report of the 
Committee on Creeds, which recommended 
that the whole matter be referred to acommit- 
tee of twenty-five, that committee to publish 
their conclusions. The report was adopted. 
and seven members were appointed to select 
the committee of twenty-five. * 

Dr. Edward Beecher read a report recom- 
mending that the present Congressional Rep- 
resentative from Utah be not admitted to his 


seat in Congress, and that the Territory of 
Utah be refused admission to the Union until 
polygamy is abolished there. The report re- 
ceived repeated applause, but was not adopt- 
ed, for the reason that it was not clear that 
Congress had the right to exclude the Utah 
Delegate. It was ordered printed, however. 

Dr. George L. Walker, of Hartford, read a 
report from the Committee to which had 
been referred memorials from the Congrega- 
tional associations of New Jersey and New 
York concerning the functions of the Na- 
tional Council. The memorial from New 
Jersey had been especially severe in its criti- 
cisms of the Council, and intimated that it 
had usurped power not belonging to it. Dr. 
Walker, as the representative of the 
majority of the Committee, recommended 
taking no action on the subject, but sug- 
gesteu the adoption of a resolution declaring 
that the National Council was always ready 
to hear the complaints of State associations 
and individual churches. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of the Christian 
Union, made a minority report, he alone be- 
ing the minority. He madea strong appeal 
to the Council to give a patient hearing to 
the Associations of New York and New 
Jersey, and-recommended the adoption of a 
resolution caliing for a committee of five to 
correspond with those Associations and learn 
the exact nature of their objections to and 
2 of the National Council. 

very spirited debate followed, after 
which both the majority and minority re- 
ports were adopted. 

The Committee on Nominations presented 
the names of Dr. Gradell, of St. Louis, and J. 
M. Sturtevant, of IIlinois, delegates to the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
South; the Rev. Edward Davis, of New 
York, delegate to the Congregational Union 
of England and Wales. The report of the 
Publication Committee was adopted. Com- 
munications from several theological semi- 
naries tendering congratulations to the Coun- 
cil upon its successful work were read and a 
vote of thanks to them adopted. 

A motion to reconsider the vote by which 
the Sunday-school work had been transferred 
from the Home. Missionary Society to the 
Congregational Publishi Society at the 
last meeting of the Council was carried, and 
the matter referred to the Committee to re- 
port as soon as possible. 

The report of the Committee on Indian 
Affairs in Dakota was presented, and a com- 
mittee of seven appointed to consult with 
the Government regarding missionary work 
in that Territory. 

The Business Committee submitted a reso- 
lution that the Council place itself on record 
as deploring the alarming increase of di- 
vorces throughout the land, and calling upon 
the ministry to use their earnest efforts to 
procure the sanctity of the family relations, 
and labor to prevent divorces except upon 
the ground sanctioned by the Onurch. 
Adopied. 

The Committee to whom was referred the 
transfer of Sunday-school matters from the 
Ilome Missionary Society to the Publishing 
Society reported a resolution approving the 
transfer and recommending the appointinent 
ofa Sunday-school Secretary, which, after 
considerable discussion, was tabled, and the 

resolution offered by Dr. Abbott requesting 
the two societies to hold a conference and ar- 
range their difficulties, was adopted. 

Several other reports of no special public 
interest were submitted and disposed of, 
when, after the passage of a number of com- 

limentary resolutions, the 
ourned, apparently well satisfied with the 
result of their work.

be shipped. 

The Hereford cattle were the first in the ring, 
and attracted considerable attention. Most of 
these stocky animals are the property of Mr. F. 
L. Miller. of Beecher, III., who believes that the 
Herefords are the beefy cattle, and bound to 
revolutiqnize the trade. The great herd of Short- 
Horn steers exhibited by Col. J. D. Gillett, of 
Elkhart, III., was, however, the chief attraction 
of the cattle saow from the fact that this breed 
is popular among raisers, and the animals 
shown, coming from the greatest Short Horn 
breeder in the country, were especially remark- 
ablo for their average size and healthy appear- 
ance. Col. Gillett commenced the business of 
breeding and raising fat cuttlein 184.

OBITUARY. 


ALBRO E. BISHOP. 

The old residents of Chicago are fast passing 
away, and of the pioneers of the Empire City of 
the West, who have seen the wonderful devel- 
opment of two generations, the number is con- 
stantly decreasing. Yesterday the fast deplet- 
ing ranks were further thinned by tho demise of 
Albro E. Bishop, who died at bis residence, 267 
West Adams street. Mr. Bishop was eminently 
a pioneer,—a man who did much towards the de- 
velopment of Chicago as a great manufacturing 
centre, and whose M and good deeds 
will live long after him. Of the ciass of citizens 
of which Mr. Bishop was one Chicago has none 
too many, and almost every educational and 
charitable enterprise has felt strongly the help 
and influence of bis counsel and purse. Mr. 
Bishop was a native of Vermont. He came 
here in 1847, and shortly after entered the 
business of manufacturing wagons, in which 
he continued up tothe time of his death. At 
one time be was a member of the rd of Edu- 
cation, and for many years a Trustee of Rush 
Medical College and President of the Ceutral 
Dispensary. He was widely and well- known as 
a devoted communicant of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He was a member and 
Trustee of the First Church, corner of Clark 
and Wasbington streets, for a long time, and 
afterwards of the Jefferson Street hureh. He 
was looked upon as the Nestor of the Centenary 
Church, which, built in 1866, owed its in- 
ception and success largely to his labors and 
liberulity. He was a Trustee of the church at 
the time of his death. He was also a Trustee of 
the Garrett Biblical Institute and the North- 
western University, to both of which be gave 
largely of his time and means. As a business 
man he stood in the top nicne. His 
integrity and honor were never questioned, 
bis lite a pure foe — — 22 
all clusses of people whow 
tact he — in the highest esteem, and he 
will be missed and moucned by a wide circie of 
friends. Mr. Bishop was 65 years old at the time 
of his death. funeral will take place to- 
morrow afternoon from the Centenary Church 
at | o'clock, the services to be ucted by the 
Rev. Charies H. Fowler.

SENATOR-MAKING is now the favorit pas- 
time of the newspapers in States which are’ 
fortunate enough to have the election of a 
Senator this winter.

James McManes has made an answer 
to the New York Herald’s laborious assault 
on the Gas Trust, of Philadelphia; and it 
must be confessed that, up)to the pgesent 
time, the “ Boss” has decidedly the t of 
the controversy. He asserts and proves that 
instead of paying $5.29 for coal in 1879 as 
alleged, the Gas Trust paid but $4.30; that 
the whole difterence between the price paid 
by it and the city House of Correction was 3 
cents, instead of $1.30, as alleged; and that 
this 31 cents represented the cost of unload- 
ing and delivery. The House of Correction 
received its coal by water at its very door, 
* and unloaded it with pauper and convict 
labor, while the Gas Trust paid market rates 
for labor, and carried its coal some distance 
to its branch works by carts. Moreover. the 
House of Correction did -not buy its coal of 
the Westmoreland Company as alleged, but of 
second parties, from whom it obtained a slight 
drawback. As to the charge that an immense 
profit was derived from the sale of am- 
monial liquor, which was farmed out at a 
ridiculously low price, McManes says that 
until very lately this product was theown 
into the river as worthless. Everything re- 
ceived for it now is clear gain, The interest 
on the Sinking Fund, McManes says, is re- 
invested every six months. The accounts of 
the Gas Trust are always open to the inspec- 
tion of the Council’s Committee, which meets 
in the @as office once every month, and Mr. 
McManes would be obliged for any au- 
thentic instance of malfeasance or misfeas- 
ance in the Trust. This is a pretty complete 
answer. Herald admits as much, and 
can only say feebly that McManes bas got 
rich and nobody knows how, which 
is manifestly not sufficient ground for a 
sweeping accusation of corruption. Further 
developments will be awaited with interest. 
The Herald cannot afford to let the matter 
drop. It wil perform a public service, 
whether it fastens wrong upon McManes or 
not; for if it does not it will acquit him. 
The Gas Trust has been an object of grave 
suspicion and offense to Republicans outside of 
Philgdeiphia for many years, and they would 
gladly be relieved of it.

WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 
The last session of the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress. will convene in about three weeks 


from now. It will have three months in 


which to redeem itself from its present rep- 
utation for incapacity and indifference to the 
public welfare. This Congress is Democratic 
in both Houses, and will be followed by a Re- 
publican House and a Senate of doubtful 
party supremacy. The Presidential candi- 
date of the ruling faction has been defeated, 
and the Democrats havé nothing to gain by a 


partyism. The impression whicli the extra 
session made upon the public last year ought 
to have been a sufficient warning that the 
people of this country are not disposed to 
tolerate reactionary measures, but the issue 
of the late National election has given 
special emphasis to the popular ver- 
dict. The present Congress still has 
the time and the power to assert some 
claim to patriotic purposes, and incidentally 
to relieve the Democratic party from a part 
of the odium which attaches to it by reason 
of its harded-headed devotion to unworthy 
traditions. It has also the opportunity to 
avert the necessity for an extra session of 
the Congress recently elected, which Presi- 
dent-elect Garfield will be constrained to 
callif the present Congress shall adjourn 
without accomplishing anything more dur- 
ing the coming winter than it accomplished 
during the previous period of its career. 

The first duty of Congress will be to settle 
down to a_fair, studious, and business-like 
consideration of the appropriations. Politics, 
either as a trade or a pastime, may be aban- 
doned with advantage. The Presidential 
election is, over; there will not be another 
during the next four years. The Democrats 
will make no headway by public lamentation 
over their defeat, and will only lose ground 
by any attempt to manufacture party capi- 
tal, or to embarrass their Republican succes- 
sors.

Unless the Democrats of the present Con- 
gress shall assent to a proper modification of 
the law in this particular, an extra session of 
the new Congress will probably be called for 
the express purpose of providing the desira- 
ble changes in the Election laws.

It ought to agree 
upon some fair and equitable method for 
counting the Electoral vote, which shall com- 
ply with the constitutional provision and at 
the same time serve to avert anything like 
controversy or collision. Any law covering 
the case which shall be passed by a Demo- 
cratic Congress in the face of a count that 
must elect a President belonging to the oppo- 
sition, will be a model for the future which 
no other Congress will dare to ignore for 
mere partisan advantage. The Democrats 
ought to see herein a rare opportunity for 
the display of patriotism which can for 
their party a larger share of the public good 
will than they have enjoyed for many a day. 
It remains to be seen whether their present 
leaders shall develop the wisdom to devise 
and pass a measure governing the count of 
the Presidential vote which shall thus com- 
mand the popular approval. 


“BOYCOTTING” IN IRELAND. 

„ Boycotting”’ isa new term added to the 
popular vocabulary of Ireland, aftet the 
manner of “bulldozing” and other similar 
additions to the American terms now passing 
into general use. 
peaceful means of coercion, is perhaps a more 
efficient mode of ifitimidating than actual 
violence. It is a means within the letter of 
the law, and, involving no violence or breach 
of the peace, cannot be put down by force 
nor punished as a legal offense. The origin 
of the term, which promises to bave per- 
manency, is due to the fact that a Mr. Boy- 
cott has been the land agent in Ireland of a 
non-resident landlord of very extensive 
estates. The agent has been invested 
with plenary powers by his principal, 
and the exactions and severities imposed by 
the landlord are suppesed to have been 
made more terrible by the agent. On the 
same estate Boycott occupies a small farm 
The agent having evicted 
several of the tenants, the hearts of the ten- 
ants have been hardened against him. By 
general agreement no person has rented the 
lands from which the tenants have been 
evicted, and those lands are now unoccupied, 
and are paying no rent, When the time came 
for cutting the grain and digging the pota- 
toes and turnips on Mr. Boycott’s farm there 
was a general refusal through the country 
round to aid him in so doing. No man 
would work for him; no man would take 
care of his horses or cattle; no man would 
cut the grain, dig the potatoes, or otherwise 
gather his crop for him, and it nas been in 
the ground ever since harvest-time. All the 
country round has been searched for labor- 
ers, but no one, for love or money, would do 
a stroke of work for him. It is probable 
that his crop has largely rotted in the 
ground. Last week an organization cf per- 
sons made up of “gentlemen” and of labor- 
ers from a distant part of the country noti- 
fied Boycott that they would go to his relief 
if protected. The Government thereupon 
marshaled asmall army of mounted armed 
police and several battalions of regular troops, 
who, with artillery and commissary wagons, 
etc., ete., have escorted the Boycott relief 
party to his farm, where the gentlemen—that 
is, men who never do any work—have 
witnessed the other part of the expe- 
dition cut Boycott’s grain and dig his 
potatoes. Contrary to the expectations and 
wishes of the landlord party, no violence or 
interference has been offered either to Boy- 
cott or the friends who have come to his re- 
lief. The people did not even turn out to 
see the procession, nor was there a stone 
thrown or a hostile word said. The result is 
that the military expedition to gather the 
crop on the forty-acre lot has become the sub- 
ject of universal contempt and laughter 
among all classes in Ireland and England. 
Mr. Boycott’s condition has become unen- 
durable. Heis as isolated asif he and his 
family were alone in the island. His forty- 
acre lot is under a baa; no one approaches 
it; no one visits or has intercourse of any 
kind with him; he is abandoned by work- 
men, laborers, and servants. His place 
is avoided as if it were a  pest- 
house, and naturally he does not go outside 
of his fortified residence. He has been 
“ Boycotted,”’ and at the meetings last Sun- 
day it was resolved that thirteen other per- 
sons, landiords and land agents, be also im- 
mediately ‘* Boycotted,’—that is, be re- 
duced to the present pitiable and isolated 
condition of Boycott. No man will rent any 
premises from which a tenant has been 
evicted; no man is to hold any possible dusi- 
ness or social relahon with any person who 
is Boyeotted.““ No form of violence is to be 
employed towards them or their property, 
but the land which is vacated by the eviction 
of a tenant is to remain unoccupied and un- 
cultivated. No work is to be done tor any land- 
lord or agent who is “ Boycotted,” and such 
person is to be reduced to total and absolute 
isolation by men who under no compulsion 
will ever ghize them except as persons 
outside the pale of civilization. 

This system of ostracism is more powerful 
than violence. The assasination and murder 
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of an aatal ect ead ts an aot ot brutal, 
cowardly crime, and is denounced by the 
world; it brings the cause i) hich it is com- 
mitted into disrepute au. .:nishes ample 
justification for tha teteffeterice of the Gov- 
ernment and the condign punishment of 
all persons engaged in the agitation, and for 
the forcible reduction of the country to ab- 
solute military rule. But the system of 
“ Boycotting ” is a peaceful one. The man 
who is “ Boyeotted”’ is protected from 
violence, only to be subjected to anf Isolation 
from all his kind, unable to hire or procure 
a word or an act, or any service or aid from 
any human being. No money can pro- 
cure a word of recognition, nor ob- 
tain the least service, even of the 
most urgent character. The life of a man 
who is Boycotted “ is of necessity so unen- 
durable that it is not surprising that Boycott 
himself intends to leave the country. The 
condition of the others will soon be as unen- 
durable. The whole population joins in the 
ostracism. The victims are not numerous 
enough to help one another, and no others 
will volunteer. The armed expedition to 
Boycott’s has turned the whole re- 
lief system into a faree, and will 
not likely be repeated. It is likely 
that “ Boycottism”’ will become as general 
as is the provocation which has inspired it. 
Land from which tenants have been forcibly 
evicted will continue idle, unoccupied, and 
unprofitable, and the akents making those 
evictions will become outcastsin the coun- 
try,—unharmed, unshot, and free Som per- 
sonal violence, but condemned to a non-in- 
tercourse with all human beings that will, 
render life unendurable for themselves and 
families. So long as there is an absence of 
violence, Boycottism“ must be successful. 
It cannot be other than irresistible. 


TAXING FRESH FISH. 

A memorial was circulated on ’Change on 
Saturday last, and was numerously signed, 
asking the intervention of Congress for the 
protection of Americans engaged in the 
business of taking, catching, handling, and 
selling fresh fish taken from and catched in 
the waters of Lakes Huron, Erie, and Michi- 
gan, and the riversconnected therewith, lying 
in the United States.“ These memorialists 
say that— 

Large sums of money are annually required 
and paid for twine toreplace the nets used in 
said business; that all twine used in the manu- 
facture of nets required for said business has to 
be imported, and the same is gibject to duty 
charges of about 45 per cent. They further rep- 
resent that the labor and materials used in the 
same business are much cheaper in Canada than 
in the United States; that as the Canadians pay 
no duty on twine, it costs nearly one-half less 
for them to manufacture and keep up their 
nets ; and that owing to the cheapness of labor, 
materials, and twine in Canada, the fishermen 
of this country cannot compete with those who 
import fresh fish from Canada. - 

The natural thought of any rational man 
upon reading this statement of facts would 
be, of course, that the heavy tax upon 
twine is an unjust oppression upon our 


pealed. This is rendered more just because, 
avall this twine is imported and not made in 
this country, the tax therefore protects no- 
body in this country. But, strange to say, 
the memoralists do not ask Congress to do 
anything of the kind; they do not ask the 
repeal of the tax on twine, and thus be placed 
to that extent upon a fair and competitive 
footing with the Canadian &shermen, but 
they ask Congress to so amend the tariff 
that “a duty of at least one and one-half 
cents per pound“ be imposed upon all fresh- 
water fish caught if foreign waters, and 
brought into the United States. 

The fresh-water fish brought into this coun- 
try from Canadian waters find a market nec- 
essarily only in those places contiguous to the 
Canadian shores. They are not caught in the 
waters on the same sides of the lakes where 
the American fish are caught. The proposi- 
tion to tax the fish is, therefore, a proposition 
to tax the consumers not only for those fish 
caught on the Canadian but also those 
caught on the American side of the lakes. 
Fresh fish are an article of food, and it looks 
like a strange proposition that in this coun- 
try we should at this day begin to tax fresh 
fish offered for sale for food. It is said that 
Canada taxes fresh fish caught on the Amer- 
ican side of the lakes; but no American fish 
can be sold in Canada if they can be caught 
and sold there for less money than it costs to 
catch them in this country. Suppose Congress 
should begin this reform by repealing utterly 
all taxes on twine and other materials needed 
for fishing, and let the whitefish, trout, pick- 
erel, and bass run free a little longer. If it 
be the fact that these fish are so unpatriotic 
as to refuse to be caught on the American 
sides of the lakes except at acost twice as 
high as prevails on the other side, then the 
best way would be not to buy them at all. 
To put a tax on them is to encourage them 
in their perverse habit of swarming over to 
the British sides of the lakes, instead of 
rushing into the republican nets which wide 
are spread for their reception under the 
waters covered by the American flag. 


POPULATION OF Sr. LOUIS. 

The country has reason to expect that the 
people of St. Louis will finally abide in peace 
by the latest enumeration of the population 
of that city. Of course they will not be satis- 
fied, because the latest count does not bring 
the population within a couple of hundred 
thousands of their ambition and hope. But 
the country, asa whole, can hardly be held 
responsible for this sad condition of things. 
It is not the fault of the American people if 
St. Louis deceived herself as to its actual 
population ten years ago, nor even if that city 
has failed within the past ten years to grow 
at the rate which was expected of it. The 
people of St: Louis, who are devoured by 
local pride and blinded by self-sufficiency, 
must look at home for the causes of slow 
growth. But public patience elsewhere has 
been exhausted by the persistent, unreason- 
able, and unsuccessful attempts to swell the 
population of St. Louis by recounts. 

There is pow no question, as there has not 
been at any time in the minds of unbiased 
persons, that the original enumeration in St. 
Louis under Gen. Solomon last June was as 
accurate and complete as in any other large 
city in the Union. But the whine that came 
from the leading citizens and newspapers—a 
whine of chagrin and humiliation—induced 
Gen. Solomon to accept any emendations 
that should be made in a new enumeration 
by the letter-carriers, who were supposed to 
know everybody. Their efforts, stimulated 
by a natural desire to satisfy the ambition of

A 
committee of influential citizens was ap- 
pointed to importune Secretary Schurz fora 
third enumeration.

The fact is that St. Louis upon fair com- 
parison, which should contrast the popula- 
ty limits with that 
included in Cook County, is a little more 
than one-half as large as Chicago. St. Louis 
ought to be proud of sach a distinction, and 
not aspire to a rivalry which is henceforth 
out of the question. If St. Louis will aban- 
don the political and business methods of 
the South, vote the Republican ticket, emu- 
late some of the energy which may be found 
just across the river in the Illinois town, and 
attract immigration by spirited and aggres- 
sive commercial progress, it may hope to 
make a better showing during the next than 
it has made during the past ten years. But 
the people of St. Louis can never expect to 
be happy until they shall abandon all idea of 
rivaling Chicago in population or energy; to 
imitate: and emulate Chicago ought to be 
their highest ambition.

Lane, in his, “Modern Egyptians,” 
says that Egypt well-watered would maintain 
even 8,000,000. ere is, at any rate, no doubt 
that with better husbandry and scientific irriga- 
tion Egypt could sustain congiderably more than 
her present population. 


THE total “ takes” of the Oberammergau- 
fans for their Passion Play are stated to have 
amounted to 250,000 marks. Of this sum 130,000 
marks would defray expenses and be devoted to 
certain communal purposes, and the rest divided 
among the players (several hundred in number) 
according to their class of merit,—ten in all.

Who Favor a Complete Separation of 
the State from the Church. 


No Church-Property to Be Ex-

And No Religious Services to Be Used in 
Secular Affairs. : 


In response to invitations sent abroad some 
sixty people, among them half-a-dozen ladies, 
gathered yesterday in one of the pariors of the 
Grand Pacific in an informal meeting for the 
purpose of forming a National Association hav- 
ing for its object the secularization of the 
State. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. H. L. 
Green, of Salamanca, N. V., and on motion the 
Rey. Charies Cravens, of Toledo, was elected 
Chairman, and Mr. Green Secretary of the 
meeting. 

On motion, Mr. Spencer, of Milwaukee, was 
appointed a Committee on Membership and re- 
ported the following as members of meet- 
ing: F. A. Winkelman, Chicago; G. D. Beal, 
Chicago: Jobn Zellweger, 1 A. G.

Mr. Deuslow, of Chicago, said that some of the 
members of the meeting had already met to 
prepare its work, and had listened to several 
policies which were proposed. One of these he 
was requested to present to the meeting for con- 
ference upon it, not for the purpose of adopting 
it, but to consider the best means of confining 
the State to a civil sphere of action. The ed 
tion they would have to consider would be, 
briefly, Is this meeting in favor of thé complete 
secularizing of the State?

THE STATE FROM THE CHURCH. 


They believed that public. prayer in connec- 
tion with public deliberative bodies should be 
discontinued; that no book of a sectarian nat- 
ure or that stooa identified with any particular 
phase of theological belief or form of worship 
shall be read in the public schools as an exercise 
of a religious nature; that the exemption of 
church property from taxation should be discon- 
tinued. All these policies stood incorporated 
in the question of the secularization of the 
State. Was the meeting in favor of it? If they 
were, they would like to ask the question, By 
what means it could best be promoted? Would 
concerted action or individual effort be better? 
If organization was desired, should ‘the 
organization be National, State, or 
local, or all combined? If they believed such 
organization was advisable, the question had to 
be settled whether this was the proper time to 
organize, or whether; with the forces at hand, 
the movement might not be made prematurely. 
The change sougut was a very great one. Thirty- 
seven Legislatures had to be intluenced, so had 
the National Congress; and when the timidity of 
the politician, afraid of being at odds with his 
constituents, was taken into consideration, it 
will be seen that the assent of the millions, the 
result of long educational efforts and coéperation, 
wus necessary for success. Victory could not be 
secured without a strong organization. A feeble 
organization would bring the movement into 
contempt. Very many leading men—Generals, 
lawyers, and clergymen—were in favor ot the 
movement, and if their codperation and that of 
Republicans, Democrats, and church people 
could be secured, it should be done. In con- 
clusion he submitted the following resolutions 
to the meeting: 

Resolved, That this meeting favors the com- 
plete secularization of the State. 

That while much organized work 
may be necessary to this end, the elemerts 
which may be brought to coéperatein suca work 
are so diverse and widely diffused, and many of 
them of such divergent religious and political 
views,.that we deem it important at nt 
to form such a provisional organization for 
correspondence and initiatory, work as shall 


tend to the ultimate crystallization and union of | 


all these elements fn the most effective manner. 
To this end we, therefore, recommend the ap- 
pointment by this meeting of a Committee on 
Corresponden another on Constituuon, an- 
other a National Address, and another on Fi- 
nance. | i \ 

Mr. Spencer said that asa matter of expedi- 
ence it was very fitforthe conference to fully 
consider what would be the best way for them 
to promote the object they had in view. They 
claimed consideration for the principle because 
it involved the interests both of those now liv- 
ing in this couutry and of posterity. It was thus 
a question of National interest and importance. 
There were thousands of 2 in the country 
interested in the question, and he believed 
that in making haste siowly, as was rec- 
ommended in the second resolution, they would 
secure sympathy withthe movement and its ul- 
timate success. There were many people who 
favored a religious education and the greatest 
respect was duethem. How todeal with this 
class a matter they would have to consider;

stantly arriving, and there was danger, a remote

To pre- 
vent this the full divorcement of State and 
Chureh should now be accomplished. 

W. R. Daly, of Jeffersonville, Ind., said that 
tho main question was that of organization. He 
would not be satisfied if nothing more wus done 
than was proposed in the resolution. He wanted 
some action taken — which tho Liberals pres- 
ent would be enabled to go forth and work for 
the object which they -had met to promote. He 
did not believe that there was going to be any 
revoluuon to result in the secularization of the 
State, but rather that the institution would, 
through the education of the 1 44 finally be- 
come a dead letter just as e Sunday law in 
Chicago Hud. ** 

Mr. Carter was in favor of going slowly, and 
would support the resolution. 

The Rev. Mr. Gordon, of Milwaukee, said that 
he regretted the use of the term “Secularists”’ 
in the cards of invitation to the conference, 
which was a name applied to persons who be- 
lieved in this world against the next. He did 
not think that the conference had been called 
for tho gathering of Liberals, but rather of all 
classes and sects of people who took interest in 
the issue, Wkich was one with which all who 
loved justice would sympathize. 

Mr. Daly sought to make an attack upon the 
Bible and — laws, but a point of order 
brought his remarks to a close. 

Mr. Green said that he was a Liberal, but that 
he wanted, in the present movement, to have 
the operation of roligious people. ‘ 

Mr. Grover said that he hoped no one would 
be ehoked off. 

The Chair said that he merely wanted to keep 
the speakers down to the question they had 
gathered to consider. 

Mr. Underwood, of Boston, said that he was a 
radical of radicals in his religious convictions, 
but, while in their individuwl capacities the 
members of the meeting might believe what 
they liked, yet when carrying on the work of 
secularizing the State they should not do any- 
thing which would offend unybody likely to join 
with them. He was.opposed to anythi buta 
preliminary organization, which would look 
more modest and more like as if there was some- 
thing big to come yet. 

The resolutions were adopted.

at the disposal of this Conference when con- 
vened, this Committee ask power to convene 
this Conference, and, in convening the same, to 
invite also such other suitable persons and or- 
ganizations as may have evin a to co- 
operate in its purposes, with the view of extend- 
ing or protecting such organization as will best 
promote the object. 

Iuasmuch as the Finance Committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Conference will probably have no 
time to report during the present session there- 
of, we respectfully suggest that the Conference 
instruct the Chair to appoint a finance commit- 
tee of seven persons, whose chairman and treas- 
urer be chosen by the Committee, and 
whose treasurer shall be treasurer of this pro- 
visional nization. Said Committee on Or- 
ganization shall incur no expenses without the 
sanction of the Finance Committee, through its 
chairman, nor unless there are funds in the 
treasury for their paymeut, and the secretary of 
the provisional organization shall receive such 
com tion out of the funds to be raised by 
the Finance Committee, and when the same shail 
be raised, as said Finance Committee may deem 
proper, and shall work under the instruction of 
the Coinmittee on Correspondence. 

The Times reporter thought that the report 
might be improved, and, after a speech ot three- 
quarters of an hour’s duration, succeeded in 
having it amended by striking out the word 
“color” from the report.

THE VIADUCT TRAGEDY. 


Trial of Hugh Kinney for the Man- 
slaughter of Thomas Campbell. 

The trial of Hugh Kinney, indicted for 
murder in fatally injuring Thomas Camp- 
bell, on the 29th of August, by throw- 
ing him from the Madison-street viaduct, 
was begun in the Criminal Court yester- 
day afternoon. Little interest is felt/in the case, 
as there were less than fifty spectators. A jury 
was procured within an hour, ana, after opening 
statements by the lawyers,—Assistant State's 
Attorney Ingham representing the People and 
Mr. Gibbons the accused,—the witnesses were 
called. 

Policeman John Wheeler testified that he first 
saw Campbell lying on the railroad track, under 
the platform, alongside of Norton’s mill. He 
was on Canal street, and, about 8:30 in the even- 
ing, hearing some one cry out “Oh! 
Oh! On!“, be ran down to the 
railroad tracks, thinking a man had been run 
over. Campbell was lying on the tracks insen- 
sible, but groaning. © was about ninety feet 
from the viaduct, near the end of the piatform. 
Witness picked him up, and, with Mr. Russell. 
carried him up the — He there met Mark 
and Baker, who turned Kinney over to him, they 
having found him on the pg ame Witness 
asked Kinney what he had been doing there, 
and he replied that he hadn't been there. When 
asked what he was doing. he said Nothing.“ 
Some bystander made a remark about blood be- 
ing on Kinney’s ear. Witness asked what that 
meant. Kinney r It don't make any 
difference; you'll find out soon enough.“ Kin- 
ney had been drinking. He wa’ not drunk or 
sober, but considerably excited. Campbell died 


at the Hospital the next day. 


On the cross, witness said he had a talk with 
Campbell the morning after he found him. He 
asked where he had been found, and witness 
told him. 

Counsel tried to bring out all that was said. 
but the Court held that it was inadmissabie, and 
un exception was noted on account of the rul- 
ing out of this question, Did he complain of 
having bad a quarrel, and of any one throwing 
him over the viaduct?” 

CLAYTON MARK

piatform and found Kinney there. His hat was 
on the ground, and he seemed confused.

The question was 
repeated, and he said “ he jumped over the rail- 
mg. Asked why the man struck him, Kinney 
replied that he asked him for a drink and, in 
rel using, struck him.

FOOD AND DIGESTION. 


Lecture by Prot. Hawkes. 

Dr. Hawkes, Professor oft Physiology in the 
Hahnemann Medica! Collagé, read an interest- 
ing paper yesterday afternoon before the Wom- 
en's Physiological Institute, in the lecture-room 
of the Chicago Athenwum, on “Food and D. 
gestion.” Referring first to mental digestion, 
or rather indigestion, he proceeded to give some 
palpable instances of widely different results 
attending the disposition of brain-nutriment in 
different persons. John Sherman, for instance, 
after assimilating the truths of finance, evolved 
the scheme of specie-resumption, while Gen. 
Weaver, with access to the same sort of brain- 
food, evolved the idea of greenbacks,and plenty 
of them. Similarly, one man became a Kepub- 
„ another was known as a Democrat, 
and il voted for Andrew Jackson. Mental 
digestion was voluntary, Stomach digestion 
involuntary, and dyspepsia and diarrhea 
were not unfamiliar attendants of indigestion 
of both sorta,—mental and physical. The think- 
ers were affected with mental d and 
those who did not think, but allo others to 
think for them, with mental diarrhea, exbibit- 
ing itself wherever they were afflicted with a

rush of words. After some interesting remarks ° 


on the chemical composition of food and the 
process of mastication and digestion, the Pro- 
fessor enumerated as the chief cause of indi- 
gestion the peculiarly-American stomachic vice 
of hurried eating. Good, perfect digesticn might 
be said to be almost unknown to the average 
American. What with id eating, lack of 
sufficient sleep, and want of rest, nature had no 
adequate provision for such extraordinary ex- 
penditure of nervous force. Ordinarily some 
men swallowed as much in ten minutes as it 
would require three-fourths of an hour to 
eat, and the result was not only 
that they ate too much, but the food 
which they took into their etomachs was unphy- 
siologically masticated, and the stomach given a 


duty to perform which properly belonged to the 


organs of mastication. These unnatura! drafts 
on nature’s forces must, unless checked, tell 
sooner or later on the general beaitb.. The boit- 
ing of food was almost universal in this country, 
and second to no other cause in producing indi- 
gestion. The use of liquids dur a meal was 
all wrong, for the reason that it tended to a dis- 
use of the organs of mastication, while plenty 
of liquid before and aftera meal was not only 
roper but beneficial. Nothing, however, should 
e taken into the stomach that was 
either hotter blood 
colder than atmosphere. Unnecessary 
‘dessert, eaten when the appetite was already 
sated, was another vil, While a still further 
cause of indigestion lay in the wing practice 
of indulging in hearty -o dinners. The 
Professor admitted, however, that for certain 
classes of business-men, such as bankers, Board 
of Trade pone. etc., & noon dinner would 
practically amount to sypicide; but for people 
who could eat a bearty dinner in the middle of 
the day, and who were in the habit of retiring 
early, an evening dinner was wholly inadvisabie, 
for the reason that it alllowed too little time for 
digestion. Coffee-drinking was duly deprecated 
as both needless and injurious to health, and a 
reform in all the directions indicated was urged 
as the only remedy for the great American evil 
~—indigestion. The paper was listened to with 
every indication of interest, and the author re- 
warded with a unanimous vote of thanks. 


TAX-SALES. 

About $100,000 Lost by an Indiana 
Tax-Sale Buyer Who Was Not Care- 
ful Enough in Making His “ Par- 
chases.” 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridwne. 
LAFAYETTE, Ind., Noy. 15.—In the Circuit 

Court this forenoon, Judge Vinton delivered 

a carefully-prepared opinion in the tax-sale 

case reported in yesterday’s paper. The suit 

was to set aside the sale by the City and 

County Treasurers, for unpaid taxes, of 

lands belonging to Mrs. Mary A. Peter. The 


grounds of illegality alleged were, first, in- 
definit and insufficient description of land in 
assessment, notice of sale, andin sale; sec- 
ond, that the owner of land all the time had 
abundance of personalty in the county out 
of which the tax might have been 
made. It was also averred that 
the purchase money and interest had been 
tendered to purchaser, and also to the Treas- 
urers of the city and county, andthe tender 
was kept good by bringing the money into 
court.

THE ARMY. 

GEN. SHERMAN’S ANNUAL REPORT. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 15.—The annual 
report of Gen. Sherman to the Secretary of 
War is given to the public to-day, After 
calling attention to various subordinate re- 
ports, Gen. Sherman says: 

I agree with Gen. Sheridan that tho army is 
too smallin enlisted mento fulfill heavy 
duties now imposed on it, and is overwogked. I, 
therefore, renew my recommendation of last 
year that Congress be asked to give 25,000 en- 
listed men specifically to the troops of the line of 
the army, and to make a separate provision for 
detachments “of advance men,” engineer 
battalion,”’ “ hospital stewards,” “ commissary 
sergeants,” West Point detachments,” de- 
tailed clerks,’ ote., in the same manner as 
has already been done for the Signal ee In 
this connection I will venture to call your at- 
tention to the fact that the Revised Statutes, 
edition of 1878, Sec. 1,115, defining the organiza- 
tion of the army, limits the strength to“ not 
more than 30,000 enlisted men.“ but subsequent 
appropriation bills by provisos have limited the 
expenditures to 25,000 enlisted men. Still the 
legal strength is 30,000 enlisted mon, and that 
number is the least possible at which we can 
maintain the present organization of forty 
regiments in anything like good order, dis- 
cipline, and economy, and I infer this ond can 

ached by simply omitting the provisos in 
the next appesopria tion bill. 

The prosperous times and easy financial con- 
dition of the Treasury may now cnable Congress 
to provide suitable armaments for the forts 
which guard the chief harbors of the country. 

THE OVERLAND ROADS. 

Speaking of the Northern Pacific, Union 
Pacific, and Southern Pacific Railroads, Gen. 
Sherman says: 

These railroads have completely revolution- 
ized our country in the past few years, and im- 
pose on the military an entire change of policy. 
Hitherto we have been compelied to maintain 
small posts along wagon and stage routes of 
travel. These are no longer needed, because no 
longer used, and the settlements which grow up 
spéeaily along the new railroads afford the so- 
curity necessary, and the regular stations built 
for storage at convenient distances afford the 


necessary shelter for stores, and for the men 
when operating in the neighborhood. We should 
mow absolutely abandon many of the smaller 


posts hitherto necessary, and concentrate 
at strategic points, generally near the Na- 
tional frontier or where railroads intersect, 
SO a8 to send out detachments promptly to dis- 
tricts where needed. Congress alone has the 
power to dispose of the property of the United 
States, and we, the military, find ourselves pos- 
sessed of lands and houses obtained in early 
times which demand eccupation for preserva- 
tion, and I earnestly recommend that provision 
be made by law for the sale of such abandoned 
military posts.and outbuildings as is found to be 
necessary, with the right to apply the proceeds 
of the sale to other plages, the property of the 
United States. 5 
PROGRESS. 

Gen. Sherman specifies posts in Kansas, 
New Mexico, and Arizona, and also Forts 
Keogh and Custer, on the Yellowstone, built 
only four years ago, and expresses the 
opinion that in a very short time they will 
become commercial towns rather than mili- 
tary posts. 

In my judgment the time has now come for 
the military authorities to select a suitable 
strategic point for permanent occupation and 
improvement, whence detachments can be sent 
out for special — 7 As long as we possess 
and must care for these small posts it is impossi- 
ble to abandon them to waste, and we are forced 
to hold them; but if Congress will designate to 
the President, the ary of War, and a Board 
of Officers the right to sell these posts and ap- 
propriate the proceeds of sale to strateyic 
points, | am certain it will result in great econ- 
omy and cnabie us to maintain large garrisons 
with increased discipline and better service. 
For similar reasons and because the 
commerce of the world is carried on 
in ships of 3.000 tons and over, and 
because of the heavy draft of war vesscls, 
most of our sea-coast defenses are super- 
fluous. We now have 50,000,000 people, and the 
idea of any hostile force landing on our coast is 
preposterous; yet our great commercial ports 
should be made so safe that even an apprehen- 
sion of danger would not be felt. Portland. 
Boston, Newport, New York, Philadelphia, 
Hampton Roads, Port Royal, Key West, Pensa- 
cola, New Orleans, San Diego, San Francisco, 
and Port Townsend should ail be 

PROPERLY FORTLFIED AND GARRISONED. 
All minor forts should be sold or abandoned. 
An annual appropriation of $1,000,000 would in 
ten years put these forts in good order, and an- 
other million a year would properly arm them, 
and theSecretary of War and President should 
have discretion in the disbureement of this 
money. Artillery officers shod#d also be asso- 
ciated with engineers in constructing, altering, 
and repairing sea-coast defenses, because the 
men who have to figbt these batteries should 
have something to do in their construction. 
MILITARY SCHOO 

Referring to the reports of Gen. Schofield 
and Col. Getty relative to West Point and the 
artillery school at Fortress Monroe, Gen. 
Sherman says: 

In my judgment both these institutions are in 
as good order as possible, and both are an honor 
to the country. Education must always be the 
surest basis of National security and honor. The 
education and manly training imparted to young 
men at West Point has repaid the United States 
a thousand times its cost, and has more than 
verified the predictions of Gen. Washington. 
From time to time periodical complaints have 
arisen to its prejudice, such as occurred last 
year in regard to the colored cadet, Whittaker. 
A thorough, patient, close investigation 
in the midst of a tumult of abuse 
resulted in the perfect vindication of 
the authorities of that Academy. Every 
cadet at West Point is an appointee of a mem- 
ber of Congress, each member having a cadet 
of his own nomination there, with only ten ap- 
pointed by the President at large. The corps of 
cadets is therefore a youthful counterpart of 
our National House of Representatives. The 
same laws, the same regulations, the same in- 
struction books, clothing, and food are common 
to all, and a more democratic body never ex- 
isted on earth than is the corps of cadets. 
Prejudice is alleged against colored cadets. 

PREJUDICE OF RACE 
is the most difficult to eontend against of any in 
this world. There is no more such prejudice at 
West Point than in the country at large, and 
the practice of equality at West Point is 
in advance of the rest of country. The authori- 
ties at the Academy have no voice in the selec- 
tion of candidates, and must receive, train, and 
educate such as are there, rerardiess of na tion- 
ality, color, or previous condition. To discrim- 
inate in favor of a colored boy by reason of his 
color is as much a violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution as to discrimi- 
nate against him, perfect impartiality being the 
rule, and that, I believe, the authorities at West 
Point have endeavored to follow. In this con- 
nection I desire to state that in my judgment 
the requirement that ali enlisted men of the 
Ninth and Tenth Cavalry and of the Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty-fifth Infantry shall be col- 
ored men, while the officers* are white, is not 
consistent with the amendment of the Constitu- | 


or previous condition. Such has been 

and usago in the navy for years, and the army 
would soon grow accustomed toit. No of 
men on earth has more reverence for the 
stitution and laws than the army, and I 

my own and thé good faith of all in the service 
to enforce faithfully every part of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and every law made in 
pursuance thereof. Gen. Schofield is nbundant- 
ly able to enforce the laws and regulations of the 
Academy. 

The education at Fort Monroe, under the su- 
pervision of Col. Getty, is purely professional, 
and limited chiefly to the artillery arm of the 
service. This education cannot be found in an- 
other college in America, and is valuable bo- 
eause the use of artillery is limited to war on a 
large scale, and cannot be learned in our Indian 
wars or in common life. When the necessity 
arises for artillery officers, as in our Mexican 
war and also our Civil War, it is 

SUDDEN AND IMMEDIATE. 
This school costs nothing but the ordinary 
garrison expenses. 1 still desire to establish a 
similar school for infantry and cavalry at 
Leavenworth as soon as the condition of Indian 
affairs will admit of the sure release of some 
good infantry regiment from the distant front- 
ier, which I hope will occur within the next 


year. 
CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 


In conclusion, I beg to state that the entire 
army is, in my opinion, as patriotic, as patient, 
as willing to encounter danger and bard service, 
as at any former period of our history. The 
rapid extension of railroads and mails has much 
improved the general condition and content- 
ment of the officers and men, and they simply 
suffer the usual fate of peace in slow promo- 
tion and the apprebension of changes which 
never come. The country is so large that regi- 
mental transfers and changes are costly, and 
the consequence has been many regiments have 
remained longer in remote quarters than seemed 
fair; but I bave endeavored to make the regi- 
mental changes as fast as possible, consistent 
with the annual appropriations. 

SURGEON-GENERAL BARNES’ REPORT, 

Surgeon-General Barnes, in his annual re- 
port, thinks an appropriation of $250,000 will 
be required for the use of the Medical De- 
partment for the fiscal year ending June 30. 
1883, for the purchase of medical and hospital 
supplies, for the expenses of the purveying 
depots, for the pay of employés, for the pay 
of private physicians and nurses employed 
in emergencies at posts or stations, and for 
other miscellaneous expenses of the Medical 
Department. Gen. Barnes earnestly recom- 
mends an appropriation for a new fireproof 
building adequate for the uses of the med- 
ical museum and library. The cost of such 
building he estimates at $250,000, 


SUPREME COURT. 
DECISIONS ANNOUNCED. 

Wasrineron, D. C., Nov. 15.—The follow- 
ing Supreme Court decisions are announced: 

No. 33. Lawrence G. Graham and D. D. 
Scott, appellants, vs. La Crosse & Milwaukee 
Railroad Company et al. Appeal from the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Eastern District of Wisconsin. The contro- 
versy in this case relates to the right of 
Graham and Scott, who were complainants 
below, to subject to the satisfaction of the 
judgment obtained by them against the La 
Crosse & Milwaukee Railroad Company cer- 
tain land in the City of Milwaukee which 
formerly belonged to the Railroad Company, 
but which that Company, before the contrac- 
tion of the debt for which appellants recov- 
ered judgment, transferred to one 
Charles D. Nash for u eonsideration 
of $25,000. The officers of the Company who 
took a leading part in negotiating the sale to 
Nash are charged by complainants With 
having been interested in the purchase and 
with having furnished to Nash the means of 
making it. The principal question in the 
case is whether the sale to Nash, made be- 
fore the Railroad Company became indebted 
to complainants, can be set aside, even 
although it was made for the use and benefit 
of the officers referred to, in order that the 
land in controversy may be sold to satisfy 
complainants’ execution. This Court holds 
that it is a well-settled rule of law that if an 
individual, being solvent at the time, and 
without any intent to defraud the creditors, 
disposes of his property for adequate con- 
sideration, or even makes a voluntary 
conveyance of it, subsequent creditors 
cannot question the trahsaction, but it is con- 
tended iu this case that the Railroad Company 
was defrauded of the land in controversy, 
and that inasmuch as the Company itself had 
the right to instiutte procedings for the re- 
covery of its property, the 2 and 
execution creditors of the Company also 
have that right. When this questtion first 
came up in England it was held that the 
debtor's own right was mary the right to 
file a billin equity against the fraudulent 
grantee, and that if he did not see fit to in- 
stitute such proceeding his creditor had no 
such privity with the transaction as to en- 
able him to obtain relief, even though the 
debtor should assign to him (the creditor) his 
supposed right. In accordance with the prin- 
ciple thus established, this Court holds that 
pen, wi uent creditors cannot 8 a vol- 
untary or fraudulent disposition of property 
by their debtor which was not intended as a 
fraud against them. The decree of the low- 
er Court is affirmed, with costs. 

SUITS TO RECOVER. : 

No. 16. United States, plaintiff in error, vs. 
Ruel Hough etal. In error to the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Western 
District of Tennessee, This was a suit 
brought by the United States against the 
bondsmen of Ruel Hough, Internal-Revenue 
Collector, to recover the-amount due from 
Hough to the United States on account of 
the sale of revenue stam The judgment 
of the lower Court is confirmed. 

No, 44. James Hall, plaintiff in error,vs. the 
State of Wisconsin. In error to the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin. This is as a suit 
brought by Hall to recover. from the State of 
Wisconsin $2,000 as compensation for one 
year’s services as Commissioner of the State 
Geological and Agricultural Survey. The 
suit is based on a contract with the State for 
six years’ service made by the Governor 
under the authority of an act of the Legis- 
lature. The State refused to pay Hall for 
his last year’s service on the ground that the 
law — which the contract was made had 
deen repealed. This Court holds that the 
contract between the State and Hall was 
virtually a contract of one individual with 
another; that Hall was not an officer of the 
State removable at will, and that the act of 
the Legislature was unconstitutional and 
void, in that it impaired the obligation of 
contract. The judgment of the lower Court 
is reversed with costs, and cause re- 
manded for further proceedings.

The dis- 
covery of the following form of letter sent 
out by Crowe led to the exposure:

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 
SCIENTIFIC RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Wasuinerton, D. C., Nov. 15.—In the me- 


morial relative to the Signal Service present- | 


ed to the President by the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, the 
memorialists say: ‘* Understanding that the 
severance of the Meteorological Service from 
the Signal Service can be effected only by leg- 
islation, we confine ourselves to the subject 
of the appointment of a Chief Signal Officer. 
We believe it a rule of sound policy that the 
officer in charge of an important public work 
should so far as possible be fully acquainted 
both with the details pertaining to that 
work and with the collateral sub- 
jects which have a bearing upon 
its success. From the communications 
which we have naturally sought with lead- 
ing men in scientific circles, we believe it the 
decided sentiment of all classes that the offi- 
cer in charge of the Meteorological Service 
should be one adding to the necessary ad- 
ministrative abilities that intellectual culti- 
vation, that acquaintance with the wants of 
meteorological science, and that standing in 
intelligence which will inspire public con- 
fidence in 
THE WISDOM OF HIS MANAGEMENT. 

To satisfy the first requirement of the 
country he must devote a large share of his 
attention to improvements on the method of 
predicting the weather. To appreciate the 
importance of such improvement, we need 
only consider the magnitude of the gain if, 
instead of issuing the predictions on the 
morning of the day for which they are made, 
they could be issued on the afternoon of the 
day previous. 

Jo attain this desirable end, those condi- 
tions must be complied with which experi- 
ence shows to be necessary to the advance 
of scientific knowledge in any of its depart- 
ments, 

A WIDE DISTINCTION 

must be made between the scientific investi- 
gator and the assistant, who is carrying outa 
prescribed routine, The former must work 
free from the trammels of discipline, and 
with the feeling that he will receive the full 
credit of whatever he discovers. -The office 
must encourage and codperate with indi- 
vidual meteorologists who are engaged in re- 
searches which may contribute to its suc- 
cess. In a word, the omce must purste 
the same policy which everyj university, 
laboratory, or other scientific institution pur- 
sues when it desires to advance knowledge. 
It can hardly be necessary to impress upon 
. Excellency the fact that such a plan can 

successfully carried out only by one fa- 
miliar with the conditions of scientific inves- 
tiga’ able to select with judgment 
the men who shall assist in prosecuting such 
researches as he may deem it advisable to 
undertake.

The Produce Markets Unsettled—Breadstufls Act- 
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FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were quiet, and, though not pressed 
apparentiy for sale, were weak. Money is 
growing more active, and this is discouraging to 
operators for 4 rise. Jersey Central was strong 
on a report that the Baltimore & Ohio were ne- 
gotiating for the use of the road as their line to 
New York. Northern Pacific was still under the 
influence of the favorable reports put into cir- 
culation last week about the completion of the 
road to the Pacific coast. Louisville & Nash- 
ville was quoted ex-dividend at NM. equivalent 
to 174%, an advance of 84. 

Manhattan Elevated expects a large increase 
of business from the New York & Northern 
Ratiroad, which will be ready in December to 
receive freight, and in January to receive pas- 
sengers. As soon asthe Harlem River bridge 
iscompleted this business will swell the earn- 
ings of the Metropolitan. 

In the first week of November, Wabash earn- 
ings increased $17.000; Texas Central, $4,746.97; 
peng $16.105: St. Joe, $1,838; Iron Mountain, 
583. 

The following sufficiently bearish sentiments 
are quoted from the letter of one of Day & 
Fieid's New York corresp ondents: 

The currency of the country I believe was 
the same last year as this with the exception of 
the gold imported, while prices are up from 20 to 
100 per cent. How much of this is based on 
credit? Values! those marked up on paper. 
Holders of Northwest, St. Paul, Lake Shore, Al- 
ton, Dlinois Central, are not deriving one cent 
more dividend from these stocks than one year 
ago, while those now purchasing are paying™ 30 
per cent more tor the same stocks. The January 
dividends are not . yd to be much larger than 
last year. Erie bonds and some few others re- 
sume. And so we get to November, 1879, when 
the coun ry was prosperous, and stocks fall 20 
per cent in two days, from prices 20 to 50 per 
cent below those now current. 1 do not say 
what the market will do, I only mention the 
above for consideration, with bank credits in 
ans city $25,000,000 in excess of any previous 

ime. 

Last week's statement of the New York banks 
shows that their reserve is down to a surplus of 
only $503.250. Last year it was ten times as 
much, or $5,778,300. The money market is work- 
ing closer, and rates are being raised. Some of 
the largest private lenders of money in New 
York are active stock operators, and have the 
future of stocks and money largely within their 
power. The New Yorks Tribune of Saturday re- 
ports that an offer was made to bring $20,000,000 
ot gold from Europe, if it can ve loaned in lots 
of $500,000 at 5 per cent for six months. 

The following shows the fluctuations of the 
active stocks: 
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Congress will be asked at the coming session 
to enact a National bankrupt law. The sup- 
porters of the draft made last year by Judge 
Lowell, of Boston, intend to press it again as 
the best to be enucted. Since the adjournment 
of Congress, copies of it have been sent all over 
the country to Commercial Associations, Regis- 
ters in Bankruptcy, and other experts. A great 
many valuable suggestions have been received, 
and incorporated into the proposed law. One 
important reform advocated by Judge Lowell 
is the payment of Registers by salaries instead 
of fees. 

One ot the signs ot the times is the report 
from “dealers in miscellaneous securities of a 
new inquiry for various Southern securities, 
and of an appreciable rise of price.

New York, Nov. 15.—A very strong tone was 
to be noticed in to-day’s speculation. The entire 
list partook of the buoyancy, though the ad- 
vances were limited to the specialties, and the 
market was worked in detail. The recent fears 
concerning the monetary situation seemed to 
have been dissipated at least for the present. 
On the second call this afternoon the market 
was dull and steady. The strong features were 
Louisville & Nashville, Which; to 8844; Pan- 
ama, which advanced to 202; ahd Northern Pa- 
einc, which further advanced to 574%. New er- 


‘sey Central was also very active and strong, 


with sales up to 79%. Nashville & Chattanooga 
rose from 51% to 62. At 2 o'clock trad- 
ing was dull, and the market yielded 
fractionally all around. Erie declined to 42%, 
Reading to 454%, and Ontario & Western to 25%; 
Chicago & Alton was strong, and advanced to 
1304. afterwards reacting to 138%; Northwest- 
ern common was also firm, and solid up to 113%: 
Western Union declined to 96%. 

Stocks loaned early in the day at 5@6 pet cent, 
but later at 44%@5 per cent. Reading improv ed 
to 46 again. There w were rumors of new pools 
being formed in some of the leading specula- 
tives, and the abundance of capital seeking em- 
ployment in Wall street augured still higher fig- 
ures for stocks.

CHICAGO MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

A regular meeting of the Chicago Medical So- 
ciety was held last evening at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel. There were a large number present, in- 
cluding a number of ladies. Dr. R. G. Bogue 
presided, and Dr. L. H. Montgomery acted as 
Secretary. The reguiar paper of the evening 
was read by Dr. E. ingalis, who gave 
a review of the progress of medical education 
in Chicago, with numerous suggestions for its 
advancement. He favored more stringent pre- 
liminary examinations, and the establishment 
of regular three-year courses of eight months 
each. He also laid especial stress on the neces- 
sity of uiring a foundation knowledge of 
physics and chemistry before entrance into the 
medical school. He believed in strict legisiative 
enactments to carry out these views. 

The Chairman was instructed to appoint a 
committee of three to consider the subject of 
present and future medical legislation. 

Dr. Rauch discussed Dr. Ingalls’ paper, and 
stated that the standard of the medical gradu- 
ates, and the colleges themselves, had greatly 
improved within the past few years, since the 
laws regulating the practice of medicine had 
been passed.

WEEK OF PRAYER. 

This is the week of prayer among the churches 
for young men, and the Christian Association 
has selected a topic appropriate thereto for each 
noonday meeting at Lower Farwell Hall this 
week. The topic yesterday was. In What Does 
Life Consist?’ The meeting was led by the Rev 
Dr. Lorimer, of the First Baptist Church. After 
singing, and prayer by the leader, the requests 
for prayer were read as follows: For Ireland in 
its present extremit¥, and especially for meet- 
ings to be held by Whittle and McGranahan; for 
special services at London, Ont., to be held next 
week; fora young lady in Missouri; for special 
noonday services at Indianapolis; for mectings 
gt Streator, III.: for one afflicted with mental 
aberration; for a young woman similarly af- 
flicted;: for a bedridden professor of religion; 
for a young man's conversion; for an indifferent 
young man; for an aged lady; for the ministers 
of this city; for city prayer-meetings. 

Prayer was offered for the objects of these re- 
quests. 

The Rev. Dr. Lorimer said the lesson was Eccl., 
H., 17-18; Luke, xii., 15-15; and Rom., viii, 6; 
which passages he read. He said a great ques- 
tion is, ln what does life truly consist? Isitin 
outward circumstances and conditions? This 
life, according to the materialistic philosophy, 
was alludedto. The Savior discerned this tend- 
eney to consider that life is of ouiward things, 
aud He uttered the warning of the lesson. Even 
those nowadays who teach this philosophy are 
ready to give Christ the homage of their admi- 
ration and their tears. And yet Christ called 
such a man “a fool“ in plain words, The speak- 
er thought the case was not overstated when He 
called a man “a fool” who expects nothing be- 
yond this life. He defied any one to point outa 
man who. was entirely satisfied with the 
phings of life. There is no real comfort in 
ife when it is devoted exciusively to the 
things of earth. Man has an immortal 
spirit, and the Savior teacbes us that life is more 
than meat. The spiritually-minded man, even 
if be is without the world’s goods, is the man 
who gets light and comtort from life. Life be- 
comes worth living to him, because it is a part 
of the life to come. The religious, the spiritual, 
then, is the real life. It is better to live through 
one year than dawdle through a thousand. 

The rest of the hour was devoted to brief ro- 
marks, prayer, and singing. 


METHODIST SOCIAL UNION. 

The Chicago Methodist Social Union, an or- 
ganization of Methodist preachers and laymen 
for the strengthening of social reiations and the 
promotion of united church work, held a meet- 
ing last evening in the lecture-room of the 
Clark Street Church. Although the organiza- 
tion is acomparatively young one,it already 
has a membership of nearly e hundred, a goodly 
proportion of whom were represented last even- 
ing. Mr. William Deering presided, and Mr. B. 
Schermerhorn acted as Secretary. 

The Kev. Dr. Willing read the paper of the 


evening, his subject ae “The Condition, 
Needs, and Methods of the Work of the Metho- 
dist Oaurch in Chicago.“ In his opening, he re- 


ferred to the fact that the financial 
condition of the Church in Chicago 
was improving, most of the churches 


being out of debt or rapidly reducing their ob- 
ligations. The estimated value of Methodist 
church editices in the city was $762,000, and of 
parsonages, $30,000; total, $72,000. The total 
indebtedness was $103,000, leaving a balance of 
$6sv,000. Looking to the religious side of th 

question, the statistics showed that the number 
of English-speaking Methodist churches was 26, 
und the number of German and Scandinavian 
II. making a total of 357. The whole number of 
Methodisis in the city proper was 7,211, and the 
average salury of the Euglish-spenking preach- 
ers 51.873. For benevolent purposes during 
the pust-year, the English-speaking Methodists 
contributed au average of 12 cents to the Freed- 
men's Aid Funfl and $1.08 to missions, while the 
Germans contributed to the latter an average 
of $1.20 per member. The total number of 
Chinamen in the city was 300. und there were 
two Chinese Sunday-schools witb an average at- 
tendance of 30 each. The debt of the Clark 
Street Church was $62,000, and its annual in- 
come from rents $25,000. 

Looking at the criminal side of the matter, 
Dr. Willing remarked that the number of Sv- 
cialistic votes polied last year was 6,905. The 
numerical difference between Chicago Svvcialists 
and Chicago Methodists, therefore, was just 296. 
The total number of arrests in 1876 of persons 
under 20 years of age was 6,008, and the differ- 
ence in favor of the number of Methodists in 
the city just 1,113. The total for 1877 was 6,818, 
leaving a difference of 393. The average num- 
ber of arrests per annum in Chicago was 28,000, 
of all ages, or tour times the total membership 
in the Methodist churches. The bulk of Chicago 
criminals were boys and girls. 

Referring to the subject of methods, the 
author of the paper remarked that every de- 
nomination engaged in God's work ought 
to have something in its theology, 
methods, and success to justify its existence. 
Chicago Methodism, he believed, would stand 
this test. As to improved and disciplinary 
methods, however, he regretted that it was 
not doing its best. The churches depended too 
much on the pastors, and the pastors found it 
easier todo much of what was needed to be 
done than to get the laymen to do it, so that the 
churches were a religious autocracy rather than 
a republic of working men. The bope of the 
Church was in laymen who were in accord with 
their pastors. Successful Methodism was not a 
happy riot or a religious tamult led by hot- 
brained Methodists, but a company of 


methodical people governed by well-de- 
fined law: As it progressed towards its 
best, it would have more churchly in- 
teiligence. true measure of a church 


was the spirituality of its members. There was 
need of sucha man as Jonathan Edwards was 
tothe backsliding Puritans of New England,— 
of men of convictions, men who could die, but 
who would pot suppress God’s truth; men who 
could not .

The paper next called attention to the influx 
of foreigners to Chicago, to the relations of the 
church work te them, and tothe duty of patri- 
otic citizens in this direction. Seventy coun- 
tries were sending us their people. Chicago 
contained 900 Chinamen. There were Pagans, 
Socialists, Nihilists, Mormons, and Communists 
here, and foreign immigrants were still coming 
over by the ship-load. While many of 
them were good, reputable peopic, a large per 
cent were bad. Macaulay had said that we were 
engendering a race in this country that would 
lay it waste within 100 years as completely as 
did the Huns lay waste the Koman Empire. 
While on this topic, Dr. Willing quoted from the 
recently-pu blished statements of United States 
Consul Byers at Zurich, who, as a patriot, was 
trembling for his country and his Government. 
Had he not reason for fear? To Christian men 
patriotic and National interests were dear. The 
Church was the moral guardian of the State, and 
must conserve the National interests, Purity 
was essential to National health and long life. 
With an average of less than 25) in the Sab- 
bath congregations of the leading Methodist 
churches in Chicago, was it not apparent 
that the Methodists of this city shagid rouse 
themselves to greater activity in the work com- 
mitted to them? We must studiously and 
prayerfelly inquire our duty as Christian citi- 
zens.“ said the Doctor, in conclusion, “in this 
Western metropolis, and hasten to brave, strong 
work.” 

The Secretary, at Dr. Willing’s request, read a 
letter to that. gentleman from Bishop Hurst on

The Rev. C. B. Lawrence, of the Second Bap- 
tist Church, then read a paper on Charles Kuss 
ley, the preacher, poet, and philosopher, tracing 
his career from his birth near Dartmore, in 1819, 
to the ciose of bis busy life. The essayist dwelt 
on his phenomenal ability in youth, his conver- 
sion after much doubting, his first settlement at 
Eversly, bis marriage, and his successful pas- 
torate and ministry. Kingsley’@sympatbies with 
the working classes were also commented on, 
and extracts given from his writings to show 
how true a soul he possessed. His novels of 
Alton Locke aud Hypatia’”’ 
eulogized as books which were scarcely sur- 
passed in the Eugtish hinguage,.—the latter be- 
ing called the best historical novel ever written. 
From 1848 to 1875 Kingsley wrote thirty-five 
works, all of which were successful. The essay- 
ist rewarded the life of such a man as Charles 
Kingsley an encouragement toevery man. 

A number of the ministers then indulged in 
criticism of the pap er, all of which was friendly 
in spirit.;and praised highly the essay of the 
Rev. Mr. Lawrence.

THE METHODISTS. 

The regular weekly meeting of Methodist 
ministers was held “yesterday morning in their 
room in tue Book-Concern Building, Dr. Will- 
ing presiding. 

The devotional exercisés were opened by the 
Rev. Mr. Westergreen, after which the regular or- 
der of business, the reading/by the Kev. A. W. 
Patton of a paper on *“ The Present Attitude of 
Biblical Criticism,’ wes taken up. 

There were vo * moro important than 
those concerning the reintioa of modern inquiry 
to the interpretation of Scripture. Was there 
such a thing as a science of Biblical interpreta- 
tion, and did this science advance from age to 
age, and what improvements, if any, have there 
been madeinit? The Bible has not escaped the 
keen scrutiny which is used in all branches of 
investigation in the present day: and it has not 
suffered by the application of the severe tests 
applied to it: on the contrary, there have been 
furnished greater additions to the arsenal of the 
Christian faith by the very enemies of revealed 
truth. There have been three epochs in the re- 
lation of the Bible to modern thonght,—the vo- 
riod of attuck, when the Bible was assailed be- 
cause of its apparent unscientific statements, 
which was met by a violent defense on the part 
of some Bible scholars; the period of compro- 
mise, in which it was sought to reconcile 
science and religion; and the period. 
which is just being entered, which 
seems to be one of theological recon- 
struction,—a resetting, not an abandoning of the 
old faiths, in the light of the soundest scbolar- 
ship. The Bible should be studied as any other 
book, as to ita language, structure, and compo- 
sition, the same laws of grammar applying here 
as elsewhere. It was necessary that there be 
éduced from the Scriptures nothing more and 
nothing less than their exact intent. Within the 
last century a marvelous advance had been 
made in all branches of Biblical learning. The 
theologian had become less dogmatic and more 
critical, and the tendency seemed now to be not 
toward speculative theology so much as to the 
seareh for the spirit of the New Testament 
Church. 

The essayist then reviewed the various meth- 
ods of interpretation, showing that there had 
been a steady growth in the science of Biblical 
interpretation, justas there had been in the 
sciences of chemistry or astronomy. 

in conclusion, the ground was taken that the 
historical method of Biblical interpretation 
seemed to be the safest. It did not ignore 
spiritual insight or the illumination of the Holy 
Spirit. but it did lead men to educe from the 
Holy Scripturesthe intent of the Spirit instead 
of fanciful speculations and theorizing. It did 
not decry systematic and Biblical theology in 
their proper sense, butdid frown upon the prac- 
tice of making the Bible a repertory § proof 
texts, or a kaleodoscope by which the passages 
of Scripture may prove any dogmatic statement 
at the turn of the expositor. It regarded proof 
trends“ rather than proof texts. It was es- 
pecially valuable iu the study of doctrine when 
applied to general theology. 

Dr. Miller said that he had made the question 
of the relation of science to Biblical criticism a 
matter of close study of late, and had found 
that the old astronomers, astrologers, and poets 
were altogether wrong. The Bible might be 
searched through und through, and yet no Sei- 
entist could put a tinger on a passage which was 
notin accord with the facts of science. The 
scientists were contimuaily contradicting one 
another, and yet they wanted tocram their al- 
leged truths and discoveries down the throats of 
religious people. 

Dr. Hemingway thought the paper just read 
had been stimuluting and inspiring, yet he was a 
little disappointed, as the paper related to meth- 
ods of Biblical interpretation rather than of 
Biblical criticism. The great question conuect- 
ed with criticism of the Holy Book was, What 


really is the Bible. as to its text? 
This was pretty well settled as to the New Testa- 
ment,and thetextof the Old Testament was 


meeting with attention. -Questiongs going down 
to the very foundation, such as, Is Deuteronomy 
a book of more recent date than others oi the 
Pentateuch?—Did Moses really write these 
books?—and others, are receiving the attention 
of the critics. As he interpreted the Bible, the 
one breathing it contained was Christology. 
Every man who read it would find that every line 
of it led bim to Christ. 
he Business Committee reported that next 
Monday the Rev. Mr. Westergreen would report 
onthe Seandinavian work and its outlook in 
this city, and on the Monday following the topic 
would be, Is Christianity the Religion of the 
Bible?’

SPIRIT OF THE GERMAN PRESS. 


The Augsburger (Bavaria) Allgemeine 
Zeitung of the 27th of October contains the, 


following leader: 

Inthe year 1880 the United States boasts of fifty 
millions of inhabitants, and before this century 
reaches its close it will bave increased to ninety 
millions. We should reflect whut this means. 
lu twenty years from now Europe will have to 
dealin ber political combinations with ninety 
millions of energetic, irresistible business-men, 
who find in the pursuit of their business voca- 
tions their recreation and object in life. Mainly 
belonging to the middle classes, without a legiti- 
mate uristocracy, without those low and des- 
perate hordes, embittered by the constant and 
unrelenting fight for existence, Without too 
much religious fanaticism, and, on the whole, 
without too much religious disbelief, sound 
in their family life, with simple and 
easily - understoo municipal an State 
Governments, the citizens of the 
United States stand in a solid phalanx; and 
do not lack in the great battle which will decide 
the fate of Nations—we mean the battle of 
Labor—a single man. How diiferently, and how 
much more unfavorable, is the situation in 
Europe! Only thirteen years have passed since 
the formation of the International Orguniza- 
tion of Communists" at London, and to-day no 
one can safely assert that there are not in 
France, Engiand, Germany, Italy, or Russia 
well organized Socialistic societies which, closel 
watching the political currents and events, wil 
in the not distant future knock at our doors 
again. Wages for labor are to-day higher on 
the Contineut than ever before, but they are re- 
duced by high taxes, and what remains is very 
little, when we consider the greater demands 
made upon life. Ang, as the increase in taxa- 
tion is the natural consequence of our ex- 


tended military organizatidns, produced by 
our unsafe political situation, we 
move here in a ecirele to escape from 


which will not be a matter of insignificant im- 
portance. Well-meaning men thought they 
could find the solution of these serious ques- 
tions in Peace Congresses, which should propose 
a general disarmament, or at least a compura- 
tive reduction of the army budgets. But in the 
present situation of our European politics and 
in the present state of international passions 
nobody can believe in such a peaceful remedy 
and solution. We are sorry to say that the ut- 
terances ot the great German General Moltke 
are too true when he says: Perhaps future 
and happier generations for whom we must bear 
heavy burdens may hope to put an end to this 
armed peace, which with its miseries and de- 
privations is crusbing Europe; fomus | believe 
there is little prospect for such a happy event.“ 

The Milwaukee Freie Presse writes editori- 
ally as follows: 

The adherents and followers of Conkling and 
Logan seem to attribute our great triumph to 
the workings of the machine and to party or- 
gunization. In Conkling they recognize the 
savior in distress. We are not disposed to un- 
derrate in the leust the importance of party, or- 
gunization and good leadership, and we are will- 
ing to admit that the services of Conkling and 
his friends and followers to the Republican 
party had good effect; but we decidedly object 
to all attempts to place the party machine in the 
foreground; it must only serve as the means to 
gain an object, but it must sot gain the upper 
hand and domineer. An idea, a principle, must 
be the guiding star in politics. The peopte must 
not be regarded as pliant tools and automa- 
trons in the hands of a few leaders; citizens 
should be regarded and treated as represent- 
ing something else besides mere fgures 
on a political chess-board, held between the 
thumb and foretinger of the players and ma- 
chine politicians, to be pushed here and there 
and mechanically to serve in the working outof 
their combinations. There is a certain chiss of 
voters in all parties who can be called“ votmg 
cattic,” but there are also great numbers of 
thinking citizens who will not permit themselves 
to be laced upinto a political straight jacket, 
who are unwilling to follow any leader without 
being first convinced of the correctness of his 
cause, but who act independently after careful- 
ly weighing the arguments advanced and prin- 
ciples represented. And this is the very class of 
people to whom the Republican gt owes its 
victory. That party represented better prin- 
ciples than the Democrats. The peopledid not 
want a political change in the Government: the 


eople donot care for any machine, but they 
ook out for honest and capable men 
to administer their National affairs. 


Therefore they d not prefer the Repub- 
lican to the Democrat, but the Republican Gar- 
neld to the Democratic Hancock. If the so- 
called stalwarts and Republican machine poli- 
ticians should persist in adhering to their mis- 
taken ideas and maintain that i was their“ ma- 
chine” alone which “dorte it,“ they will soon 
find out again, to their sorrow, that they are en- 
tirely wrong in their conjectures and combina- 
tions. The great majority of the Americans are 
a politically ripe people, and their better ele- 
ments cannot be pushed and pulled ad libitum. 
The spirit of independence is strong among 
them since the last decade, and that spirit can- 
not be held in or kept down by any party ma- 
chinery. 

The Anzeiger des Westens explains its view 
of what a majority of Electoral votes“ con- 
sists of, in the following: 

Generally it is supposed that a majority of the 
votes of all the Electors to which all the States 
are entitled is necessary for the election of a 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States. This is a mistake. The Con- 
stitution of the United States simply de- 
mands a majority of all the Electors appointed. 
If, for instance, a State negiects to appoint 
(or elect) its quota of Presidential E£lect- 
ors, or if the election held for this purpose in 
any State is declared to be invalid, then the 
Electoral vote of that State will not be consid- 
ered at all. because no Electors are legally ap- 
pointed (or elected). If, consequently, the thir- 
ty-five Electoral Garfield votes of the State of 
New York should be thrown out because of 
fraud, ete., in the appointment (or election) 
of the Electors, and the Hancock Elect- 
oral ticket is not declared to be legally 
elected, such election would be equivalent toa 
declaration that the election in New York was 
invalid. It naturally follows then that, there 
being only 34 Electors instead of 369. the num- 
ber necessary to a choice will be 168 instead of 
183. But, as Mr. Gartield has received, without 
New York, 178, and, with one vote from Califor- 
nia, 179 Electorai votes, be-will in this case also 
be constitutionally elected, and the election will 
not be thrown into the House. 

To this the Illinois Staats-Zettwng replies 
as follows: 

Perhaps this argument is correct; perhaps it 
is not. It will depend upon the question, Who 
is authorized to interpret and construe the lan- 
guage of the following constitutional provision: 
The person having the greatest number of 
votes for President, if such number bea majorit 
of the whole number of Electors appointed.” 
To us the intention of the tramers of that pro- 
vision is clear. They intended clearly that such 
a majority should be that uf the whole number of 
Electoral votes to which all the States are entitled. 
They never considered the possibility that any 
State might refuse or negiect to appoint (or 
elect) its Presidential Electors, or that the ap- 

ointment (or election) of Presidential Electors, 

eld in any State, might be declared null and 
void by Congress, because the Constitution says, 
in Art. 2: Hach State SHALL appoint a num- 
ber.of Electors.“ etc. But we admit that such a 
construction of the language of that paragraph 
as the Anzeiger indicates might be possible and 
admissible. The language of most of our Ameri- 
can Constitution and laws is such that, by the 
application of proper (or improper) hair-split- 
ting, their intent and meaning may be made to 
fit two diametrically opposit cases. The An- 
zeiger can hardly suppose that if Barnum, 
Hewitt, or their accomplices were in earnest, 
and if the Democratic majorities in both Houses 
of Congress should enter into their plans, that 
they would accept its exp\anation and construc- 
tion of the constitutional provisions as the cor- 
rect eme. They would certainly maintain that 
185 Electoral votes are necessary for the choice 
of a President. 

In relation to the latest squeal of Carter 
Harrison’s eagle and his statement to the 
citizens of Chicago of what he said and 
didn’t say, ot what he meant to say and 
didn’t mean to say, at Maskell Hall, the 
Illinois Staats-Zeitung writes as follows: 

After the excitement of the late election has 
passed away, Mr. Harrison is gracually cooling 
down and coming to his senses.
